A SPICE 
FOR LIFE 

Ever wished you could unlock the door to a healthy lifestyle 
while still enjoying a curry on a Friday night? It’s time to listen to 

Anjula Devi...

T he smell of rich lamb curry hits me the 

moment I walk through the front door of a 
detached suburban property in leafy 
Hampton. ‘Make yourself at home,’ shouts 
Anjula Devi, the creative force behind the 
wondrous smells and the founder of Anjula Devi 
Authentic Indian Cooking - an Indian cookery 
school and catering business. I make my way into 
the kitchen and Devi is helping her niece learn the 
ways of her kitchen. As she pours me a glass of 
fresh juice and instructs me to take a seat, it 
becomes apparent that this nurturing and caring 
nature is something that Devi applies to all aspects 
of her life, including her cooking. At 52 she is 
absolutely beautiful, with not a wrinkle in sight, and 
as she excitedly talks me through what she’s 
cooking for me and how it is all good for my health 
I am, quite frankly, in awe. 

Her energy is infectious, and although I’m 
alluding to a more subconscious energy as opposed 
to physical, Devi is quick to tell me her constant 
energy for life is due to what she eats. She also tells 


me that it is the age-defying effects of traditional 
Indian foods that keep her looking the way she does 
too. And Devi is ready to educate people across the 
country on this, through her new book and product 
line with a high-end retailer. ‘I can’t say too much 
about it yet, but I’m so excited for it,’ she says. 

Her aim is to change the way people think about 
Indian food, by introducing them to the key Indian 
spices and how to use them correctly. ‘If you’re 
using an authentic method, then anything can be 
curry,’ she explains. ‘But the problem here is that 
there are so many fatty curries that are famous in 
takeaways that aren’t authentically Indian.’ Devi 
talks me through her childhood, shadowing her dad 
in his trips to Shepherd’s Bush market on the 207 
bus from Southall, planting vegetable patches, and 
asking for a pestle and mortar for her 10th birthday 
after falling in love with Indian cooking. 

With a range of food products named ‘Route 
207’, it’s clear that her father is at the heart of her 
passion. ‘He taught me everything I know. I never 
knew anything different, so I’ve always cooked >

from scratch,’ says Devi. It is his influence that 
instilled within Devi the natural health benefits of 
Indian foods and she admits to never having taken 
prescription medicine in her life. ‘He would give us 
hot turmeric and honey and we would be right as 
rain,’ she says. ‘Even when my 
brother had concussion, dad had to 
be convinced that he couldn’t make 
it better with Indian foods! I used 
to go to school smelling of curry or 
coconut!’ But it clearly works, as 
she adds: ‘People always say: 

“How do you still look like that?” 

I just say: “I eat a lot of beetroot!”’ 

Devi tells me how everything 
that is in the book is there for a 
reason, ‘as we look the way we do because of what 
we put in our bodies.’ Although, at first, the 
publishers weren’t sure whether to include all the 
ingredients that Devi uses, she argued otherwise. 
‘Some of the vegetables that are more known to 
Indian households should still go in the book even 
if they are harder to stock. If you’re serious about

your health then it’s worth doing things properly,’ 
she says. She realises that her business might not 
have the same profile as other corporate cooking 
programmes, but Devi still believes that she can 
make the same amount of difference. ‘I couldn’t 
live with myself if I caused someone’s arteries to 
block,’ she states. ‘So all recipes in the book are 
healthy - that doesn’t mean there are no desserts!’ 

Perhaps my favourite tip is one that explains the 
youthful complexion of Devi. She tells me that the 
best facemask she has ever come across is also, 
unsurprisingly, made in her kitchen. ‘Yellow lentils 
have properties that remove dirt; you mix with 
chickpea flour, live yoghurt and honey. Your skin 
will feel so soft.’ She also explains how papaya 
works as the best tenderiser for meats, and has 
enzymes in to treat lines on your face. ‘It’s much 
friendlier than Botox,’ she says. 

Having lived in the area for a long time, I ask 
Devi where her favourite place to escape the 

kitchen is. ‘Generally I follow the 
food and I’m not even joking,’ she 
laughs. ‘But locally? I love 
Hampton Court and always have 
done for the kids.’ 

I have to tear myself away from 
Devi’s kitchen, but I left feeling as 
though I had learned so much 
already. I can’t decide what I’m 
more in awe of: her beauty, her 
passion, her cooking... The list 
could go on. What’s clear is that Devi is as 
authentic as the ingredients that go into her dishes 
and, although her cooking is incredible (the best 
curry I’ve honestly ever tasted), it is her own spice 
for life that is truly tasteful.

W henever I tell people I live 
in East Sheen the reaction 
is predictably similar. 
Looks of confusion, the 
sound of silence and then the one word 
question: ‘Where?’ The quickest way to 
answer is to explain how it’s nestled 
between Putney and Richmond. For 
most, this short description is enough to 
stir a few vague memories of a high 
street along a stretch of the Upper 
Richmond Road and that suits us 
residents just fine. Our home, if not quite 
a secret, is certainly an under-appreciated 
South West London gem. 

Nearby, Barnes undoubtedly outdoes 
East Sheen in the glamour stakes, but 
over in SW14 we’re more than happy to 
live in Barnes’s shadow. What East 
Sheen lacks in pizzazz, it more than 
makes up for in practicality. This might 
sound like the most boring sentiment 
ever expressed, but when you live 
somewhere 24/7, a little practicality goes 
a very long way indeed. 

Family-friendly is the best way of 
describing East Sheen. There are a 
number of very good state schools, it’s 
generally pretty quiet, and we’re very 
well catered for in terms of shops, 
restaurants and cafes. The familiar 
franchises - Pizza Express, Waitrose, 
Cafe Nero, Robert Dyas etc - sit along 
side a decent number of independent

businesses, including the wonderful 
Sheen Bookshop, Kerbisher & Malt’s 
supreme fish and chips, Artisan Coffee, 
and the reliable Swatland Butchers. 

Cafe-wise, The Robin, a recently 
arrived establishment on Sheen Lane, 
does superb Thai curries and banh mi 
baguettes, while Pickle and Rye is good 
for mighty, if expensive, American-style 
sandwiches. The pick of the restaurants 
is, without question, Faanoos, a Persian 
place that is always packed with locals 
scoffing huge platefuls of delicious 
kebabs and homemade bread. 

Being close to Barnes means the 
recently opened Olympic Cinema is also 
in easy reach, but for the most part, East 
Sheen has more than enough going for it 
to keep people entertained on its own. 
Eager celeb-spotters will occasionally

catch a glimpse of local residents 
Catherine Tate or Sir Trevor MacDonald 
(I patted the great man’s dog once), but 
the undisputed highlight of living in East 
Sheen is being able to get away from 
everything and everyone in Richmond 
Park. The energetic can cycle or join in 
with Park Run on Saturday mornings, 
while those who prefer a more leisurely 
pace can simply go for a wander and find 
their own quiet comer to escape to. 

Where East Sheen loses a mark or 
two is on the pub front (as a dad to a ten- 
month old, places where you can 
immediately access copious supplies of 
alcohol is a very pressing concern). The 
Victoria is fantastic for a swanky dinner 
and close to it The Plough is nice for a 
pint. Otherwise, options are severely 
limited, with the Hare and Hounds on 
the Upper Richmond Road hoovering up 
most of the local drinkers. 

Poor pub choice notwithstanding, 
there is actually only one tmly grim 
aspect of living in East Sheen. It’s a tale 
that will be familiar not just to those who 
live here, but for anyone who resides in 
the borough of Richmond. Having to 
rely on South-West Trains for transport 
is a fate I wouldn’t wish on my worst 
enemy. Fmstrating waits at Mortlake 
station are a regular part of life here, 
sadly. Nowhere’s perfect, not even 
East Sheen.

Sadiq Khan promises to stand up for 
London over airport expansion and 
freeze transport fares

H e is the Left-leaning son of a bus 
driver who grew up on a council 
estate and nominated Jeremy 
Corbyn for Labour leader - but 
Sadiq Khan is making a direct pitch to 
Conservative voters to pick him as the next 
Mayor of London over Tory Zac Goldsmith. 

In an attempt to reach for the centre 
ground, Khan promises to stand up for 
London over airport expansion and oppose 
attempts to impose a ‘Robin Hood Tax’ on 
the banks. He takes aim at Goldsmith’s lack 
of experience in business and politics, 
refusing to apologise for an attack advert 
that dubbed the son of billionaire Sir 
James Goldsmith a ‘serial underachiever’. 
Khan also promises to be no Corbyn ‘patsy’ 
if he wins office, dubbing the Labour 
leader’s stance on Trident ‘wrong’ and 
warning that questioning the police’s right to 
shoot to kill terrorists could have ‘huge’ 
negative consequences. 

It indicates that Khan is ready to follow 
in Boris Johnson’s footsteps by being a thorn 
in the side of his party leadership if he 
reaches City Hall on 5 May. He is currently 
the bookmakers’ favourite after pulling 
ahead in the polls with populist policy 
announcements like a freeze on London 
Underground ticket prices and a fair housing 
policy for Londoners. ‘We pay the most 
expensive Tube fares in Europe so I’m going 
to address the concerns London users have 
by freezing fares over four years,’ he says. 
Khan believes he can do this by cutting 
down the amount spent by TFL on 
consultants and agency staff as well as 
targeting fare evasion. 

On providing affordable homes for 
Londoners (the key policy for both 
candidates) he is equally gung-ho: ‘Our

London plan will give first dibs to 
London buyers before properties are 
marketed overseas.’ He also wants to use 
GLA and TFL land to build new homes 
for Londoners. ‘These bodies own land 
equivalent to 16 times the size of Hyde 
Park so why not use that land to build 
the homes Londoners need?’ 

The race to City Hall has national 
significance too, with Corbyn facing his 
first major electoral test in May and the 
Tories looking to win a third successive 
mayoral election in a traditionally 
Labour city. Chatting in a room in 
Parliament with sweeping views over the 
capital, his definition of a successful 
mayor, he says, is one who can put aside 
party affiliations and speak for the city as 
a whole. ‘I am trying to persuade voters 
to look at me, to look at my experiences, 
to look at my vision for London and 
what I would do for London,’ he says. 
‘When you meet and study the best 
mayors from around the world they are 
not tribal. What they try and do is to 
reach across the entire city.’ 

To do that, Khan says he is ready to 


take on his party leader to defend 
London. ‘There will be occasions when 
frankly speaking I disagree with Jeremy,’ 
he says, naming support for a new 
runway at Gatwick, a belief that 
businesses can drive job growth and 
prosperity and ‘unequivocal’ backing of 
a reformed European Union as key 
points of difference. 

He also pledges to work with the Tory 
government to defeat Corbyn’s push for 
a ‘Robin Hood Tax’ - a fee on buying 
stocks, shares and derivatives publicly 
backed by the Labour leader. ‘The job of 
the Mayor of London is not to be a patsy 
or a spokesperson for George Osborne 
and David Cameron - as Mr Goldsmith 
is being - or Jeremy Corbyn or the party, 
but to be London’s advocate to their 
party and the government,’ he states. 


The differences between Khan and 
Corbyn are clearest on defence. On 
Trident, he is categorical: ‘I’m quite 
clear that I can’t foresee any 
circumstances in which I would vote to 
unilaterally end our nuclear capability. At 
a time when Russia’s expanded into 
Ukraine, you’ve got North Korea testing 
missiles, I think the idea of getting rid of 
Trident unilaterally would be the wrong 
one.’ Similarly, Khan stresses the 
importance of letting police shoot to kill 
terrorists if they launch an attack in 
Britain. ‘These are split-second 
decisions,’ he says. ‘If they are 
questioning in that microsecond whether 
they could get in trouble that could lead 
to adverse consequences.’ 

The race for London Mayor has been 
characterised by some as a battle of 
backgrounds: Khan, the son of 
immigrants raised on a council estate, 
versus Goldsmith, the Eton-educated 
child of a billionaire financier. Khan 
insists he will not criticise Goldsmith’s 
upbringing, saying ‘none of us are 
responsible for who our parents are’, but 
defends an attack on Goldsmith where he 
branded his opponent a ‘serial 
underachiever’. ‘I won’t apologise for 
comparing Zac Goldsmith’s adult 
experiences [to mine] in relation to 
business - or lack thereof - and in 
relation to politics,’ he says. 

There has been some 
criticism of Khan’s 
stilted TV interviews, but 
in person he speaks 
fluently with charisma. 
His most emotive 
comments come over 
fears his two teenage 
daughters could be groomed online, 
demanding the government acts more 
swiftly to shut down IP addresses being 
used for promoting extremism. ‘If, God 
forbid, I was under any suspicion that 
they were being groomed sexually, a 
parent would have no hesitation in 
reporting to the authorities and taking 
away their computer. Why aren’t we 
treating radicalisation in the same way? 
This is really important.’ Khan also has a 
novel approach to help tackle 
radicalisation: promoting British Muslim 
‘role models’ such as One Direction’s 
Zayn Malik and The Great British Bake 
Offs Nadiya Hussain to inspire children. 

Like Goldsmith, Kahn is keen to 
make it clear that if he wins, he will be 
his own man in City Hall: ‘I’ve got my 
own mandate for the job,’ he concludes.

U nusually for a politician, Zac 
Goldsmith is good at saying 
sorry. When he rings me 20 
minutes later than we’d 
agreed, he’s full of apologies. Tm not 
even sure when I was meant to call, but I 
know it was a long time ago,’ he says 
sheepishly, sounding genuinely contrite - 
and very, very tired. 

The 41-year-old Conservative 
candidate for Mayor of London is 
speaking to me from a corridor in a hotel 
mid-way through filming a video for his 
campaign. Over the past six months he’s 
made umpteen public appearances while 
juggling the responsibilities of his day 
job as MP for Richmond Park and North 
Kingston, and fatherhood - his youngest 
child is just two months old. He’s clearly 
running on adrenaline, but insists he’s 
feeling optimistic, despite lagging behind 
in the polls. ‘People recognise that this 
election matters - we’re at a crossroads.’ 

Even over the phone he’s one of the 
most intense politicians I’ve ever 
encountered, with a single-mindedness 
bordering on the missionary. Although 
he and Boris Johnson might appear to 
have fallen from the same tree - both 
lone-rangers, both from high-profile 
families, both Old Etonians - you’d 
never catch him on a zip-wire. Larking 
about simply isn’t his style. 

Goldsmith is broadly pro Johnson. 
‘Boris put London back on the map and 
made it the most important city in the 
world,’ he says. ‘But the problem now - 
and it’s a grave one - is that too many 
people are being priced out. If that isn’t 
properly addressed this will stop being a 
dynamic place.’ Housing is at the heart

election with the biggest increased 
majority of any sitting MP. They know 
that when I say I’m going to do 
something, I do it.’ 

Goldsmith grew up in Ham and now 
lives in Barnes with his wife Alice 
Rothschild and their two children (his 
first marriage, to Sheherazade Bentley, 
the mother of his three eldest children, 
ended six years ago). In 2010 he gave up 
the chance to fight a safe Tory seat in 
Hampshire because he wanted to stand in 
his (then very marginal) local area. ‘It’s 
my home,’ he says simply. He knows 
‘every square inch’ of Richmond Park, 
and the deer appear on his website. 

Authenticity is a big thing for him,

The next Mayor will have to 
pull off a delicate balancing-act: 
improving the property lot of 
Londoners without alienating 
the foreign buyers who funnel 
so much wealth into the capital. 
Goldsmith says his aim is to 
promote ‘genuinely mixed 
communities’. At the moment, 
developers are prevented from 
marketing their properties 
abroad for three months - he 
wants to up this to six, though 
he stresses this isn’t about 


of his campaign. He wants to double the 
number of residential properties built 
each year in the capital to 50,000 by 
2020, to enable ‘an average Londoner 
earning an average salary to get the keys 
to their own home’. 

It’s an ambitious target - we haven’t 
seen that rate of home-building in 
London since the 1930s. But he is 
adamant that it can be done. ‘We know 
that the government owns, through the 
Ministry of Defence and the Ministry of 
Justice, huge amounts of brownfield 
land. The first thing we have to do is to 
get them to release that, as well as 
protecting the transport budget to make 
those sites accessible.’ He’s also pledged 
to ensure the night Tube runs smoothly 
and work begins on Crossrail 2. 


demonising overseas investors. 

Goldsmith gets asked about wealth a 
lot. His early life has been exhaustively 
documented: the billionaire father, a 
1997 inheritance reported to have been 
somewhere in the region of £200 million 
to £300 million. Surely this puts an 
unhelpful distance between him and the 
vast majority of Londoners? He doesn’t 
think so. ‘In politics you’re confronted 
with all kinds of problems that you need 
to solve from day one - and there isn’t a 
human being on the planet who’s directly 
experienced all of those.’ 

He directs critics to his constituents, 
who he says can vouch for his ability to 
empathise with - and address - their 
concerns. ‘I’ve kept my promises to 
them, and I was rewarded at the last 


expansion to sanctions against Israel and 
the mansion tax. Shortly before our 
interview the two locked horns live on 
LBC. Today, he’s sticking to the script. 
‘As a city we generate huge wealth, 93% 
of which goes straight to central 
government. We then have to beg the 
Chancellor for some of it back to pay for 
what we need. So if you want to be an 
effective Mayor of London you have to 
be willing to stand up to people. I know 
Sadiq as an MP, and I don’t think there’s 
anything in his record that suggests he’s 
even willing to talk to people outside his 
own party.’ 

Although Goldsmith talks fluently 
about his policies, I don’t feel I’ve got 
much of a sense of him as a man. So I 
ask him where in London he’d take a 
first-time visitor. He says the Houses of 
Parliament, which is fine, but not exactly 
a window onto his soul. When pressed, 
he admits there’s something special for 
him about Borough Market. ‘It’s so full 
of life. Very emblematic of London.’ 

Our time is almost up. The election is 
just around the corner, so what will he 
do if he loses? ‘I’m committed to 
spending every second between now and 
then making sure that people have all the 
information needed to make a choice.’ 

He pauses. ‘I am very clear on my 
responsibility.’ 
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F irst boms of the landscape garden 

movement, the gardens of Chiswick House 
were the original ‘English gardens’ as you 
know them today. Bored of the rigid, 
circular gardens that had dominated, the garden was 
the brainchild of landscape designers William Kent 
and Charles Bridgeman, who took a naturalistic 
approach, focused around informality and inspired 
by the paintings of Lorrain and Poussin. Today, 
Geraldine King is at the head of the spectacular 
gardens as Chiswick House estates manager and as 
we move into spring she talks us through the 
challenges, but also, at times, excitement she faces 
when maintaining the spaces and finding fresh ways 
to approach the grounds. 

King says her two favourite green spaces in and 
around London are the grounds of Chiswick House 
and Stowe House, both early adopters of the 


landscape movement. It is this utopian, lush green 
and covered in foliage, almost untouched aesthetic, 
that King says is so important to maintain. Chiswick 
House and Gardens Tmst stress that it’s essential 
that the gardens do not lose their traditional style; 
modernity is not the aim here, but preserving an 
18th century green paradise that’s magically 
cocooned inside 21st century London is. ‘My cloth 
is cut in terms of what I can do with the garden 
because keeping its 18th century influence is key. 
However, in the last 300 years, each of the Dukes 
that own the estate have established something 
different here, so we reintroduce certain species of 
plant from different time periods back into the 
gardens every few years,’ says King. 

Her horticulture career spans over 23 years, 
starting off as a landscape officer in Somerset. She 
heads the team that is responsible for preserving and

maintaining the gardens each season. This spring, 
they are planning to replant their Italian garden, 
which has formal 19th century landscape influences, 
unlike the rest of the garden. ‘Traditionally, this 
Italian garden has a lot of bedding plants that means 
it has a high cost in terms of maintenance,’ she says, 
having to replace certain plant species twice a year. 

‘We are looking to put in a planting scheme and are 
planning for the garden to become more sustainable.’ 

Whilst preserving the 18th century traditional 
aesthetic of the garden is a main priority, it joins 
hands with sustainability, together becoming the two 
aims that drive the running and maintenance of the 
Chiswick House grounds. The planting scheme will 
improve the local air quality and encourage wildlife, 
such as insects, birds and especially hedgehogs. 
Ironically, at this time of year the maintenance team 
create something called ‘dead hedges’ made from 
willows and hazels. They create a natural habitat for 
hedgehogs and other small animals, as well as being 
useful as part of a restoration ecology scheme and for 
recycling biomass. 

Recently, Chiswick House hosted their annual 
camellia festival, where they sold over 500 camellia 
flowers to the public. They have started moving the 
pretty baby camellias into larger planters as part of a 
process that takes four years to see the flower fully 
mature from a cutting to a plant for sale. The gardens 
are constantly full of different plant species in 
various stages. King says one of the hardest things 
about managing the grounds is keeping the gardens 
looking visually attractive, in line with their 
traditional heritage whilst sustaining the diverse 
range of plants throughout all four seasons. >

‘The design is based on layers of planting. During 
spring time, there will be bulbs, plants with foliage 
and lots of different colours. In summer you’ll see 
more flowering heads and we’ve introduced a 
summer meadow outside the house,’ she explains. 
These are all things that can be replicated in private, 
small house gardens too. ‘The trees are also heavily 
cloaked in different shades of green in summer. In 
winter they’ll be less foliage and a lot more stems, 
the trees are uncloaked and almost naked.’ 

Having won a Heritage Lottery grant, Chiswick 
House and Gardens were required to orchestrate a 
10-year-plan, so much of what is done in the 
gardens has been years in the making. Two hundred 
thousand pounds worth of tree work is scheduled to 
take place over the next five years, which required 


careful planning and timing. King says the 
transformation of the landscape through the seasons 
is ‘quite stunning’ with the lake ethereal during the 
colder months, but as we move into spring ‘it starts 
to wake up, all the baby ducks start to come alive 
and you have all this natural planting around the 
edge that softens the lake’. 

The grounds feature several charming landmarks 
such as the iconic temple, the classic bridge and the 
conservatory, along with expansive lawns featuring 
magnificent statues, and two forest-like 
wildernesses. Chiswick House also has a popular 
kitchen garden where produce is grown and served 
to the public every week, in a bid to be as self- 
sufficient as they can be, and which is easy to 
achieve in the spring months. Various events are 
held throughout the year to raise funds that go 
straight back into maintaining these spectacular 
gardens, and soon they’ll be holding an open air 
theatre and an opera. 

Despite the constant challenge of looking after 
such a large and grandiose garden where you are 
constantly fighting against the elements, King says 
‘you just have to be in love with the landscape you 
look after’ and that makes it all worthwhile.

Immediately striking, the colour 
scheme is crisp white and rich black 
monochrome with clean lines that 
showcase the beautiful bones of the 
apartment. This is paired with the soft, 
abstract curves of the lounge chairs and 
love seats, supplied by the very best 
designers Milan has to offer, which, as 
Oren Aziza of Ando Studios explains, 
‘softens the pure classic look a bit’.

How London Door Co set the benchmark 
for handmade doors in the capital

F ounded in 1982, The London Door 
Company has been dedicated to 
making and installing handmade 
doors for over three decades and 
set the benchmark for the industry, 
particularly with period-style doors. The 
initial business concept was to supply 
screen-printed decorative glass, but from 
these humble beginnings the company has 
become London’s leading door supplier, 
installing over 30 doors a week. 

All London Door Co doors are made in 
one of the company’s four workshops in 
Wimbledon. In the early days there was 
just one factory unit but there is now a 
team of 40 staff, including one of the 
original founders who remains at the helm 
of the business. Two employees have been 
with the company since the start, having 
joined straight from school. One even has 
his son working with him as a carpenter. 

The level of detail that goes into 
creating a bespoke London Door 



Company door is impressive; 
from the initial design to 
handmade leadlight and 
etched glass and the finished 
product, weeks of loving 
labour go into each door. For 
a typical four-panel door, a 
joiner will work with 63 
individual pieces of wood, 10 
mortice and tenon joints and 
64 mitres - and that’s just the 
start. The pain-staking, hand¬ 
painting process follows. 

Fitting a door into an existing frame 
takes a great deal of skill, it is made to be 
a tight fit and requires ‘scribing in’, this 
is where the carpenter offers the door up 
to the opening and makes pencil marks 
on the door to use as a guide to carefully 
plane the door to get the best possible fit. 

Where the original frame is simply no 
longer serviceable (tired, worn out) the 
best advice is to replace it with a

stronger, better draught proofed version 
of the original. 

London Door Co only uses the best 
possible materials, and will always work 
with wood - never PVC or composite. 
The company preference is to use Accoya 
wood, which is the most recent advance 
in timber technology, it has minimum 
movement and shrinkage, problems often 
associated with traditional wooden doors. 
The team fully understands the aesthetic 
of a front door, they get the proportions 
just right and have a vast knowledge of 
period styles; all sales designers have 
extensive training so that they can offer 
expert advice.

There’s nothing super about the latest food trend 


S uperfoods. No mere everyday comestible, 
dreary old leaf or bog standard mouthful of 
seed. No sir. These are super plants with 
supernatural powers - birch water Batman and 
spirulina Spiderman, disease fighting heroes filled with 
matcha magic and go go goji. Cheer as they smack 
cancer in the gob! Hoorah as they battle the bulge! 
Rejoice as they pull back the years! Ingredients to make 
the heart beat stronger, the immune system shine, and 
the conscience swell with well nourished joy. 

Because these days, it’s near impossible to walk 
through a supermarket, or even open a magazine, 
without being assaulted by these healthy hordes of so 
called ‘superfoods’. We’re promised that these thrusting 
young things are somehow more effective, nutritious 
and, well, downright super than boring old fruit and 
veg. Whether it’s Amazonian acai and guarana, aloe 
vera juice, coconut oil, kimchi or kale, superfoods 
promise a shiny magic bullet, an easy way to work off 
all that edible guilt with the very minimum of effort. 
The diet might be failing, the exercise more miss than 
hit. But with a spoonful of chia seeds and a pinch of 
maca powder, everything’s going to be just fine, right? 

Of course not. As many finer minds have pointed out 
before me, there are no such things as superfoods. Just 
foods that are more nutritious than others. That’s not to 
say that any alleged ‘superfood’ is, in fact, a villain in 
disguise. Just as no-one would argue, for fairly obvious 
reasons, that fast food fried chicken is better for the 
body than some vast fresh salad, filled with pumpkin 
seeds, chickpea sprouts and pomegranate. So as part of 
a healthy, balanced diet, ‘superfoods’ are, on the whole, 



rather good news. Just like the less glamorous old 
timers - beetroot, broccoli, tomatoes, eggs, apples, 
salmon, mackerel, lentils, bananas and barley. Spinach 
and brown rice are every bit as nutritious as kale and 
spirulina, but the latter seems more glamorous, at once 
exotic and unknown. The fact that some half-baked film 
star espouses a new and unknown ingredient doesn’t 
necessarily mean that it will change your life. 

When it comes to marketing superfoods rule. As do 
their ‘super’ inflated prices. I’m a long time lover of 
kimchee and sauerkraut, natural yoghurt, blueberries, 
seaweed, oily fish and god knows how many other 
media friendly mouthfuls. But it’s because I like their 
taste, rather than some miraculous power they possess. 
No one ingredient will ever help salvage a rotten diet. 
And I’m no nutritionist or dietician (thank god), but 
when it comes to eating well, common sense is 
paramount. By all means, revel in the so-called 
‘superfoods’. But don’t for a second imagine that 
they’ll take the place of an old-fashioned, balanced diet. 
As Michael Pollen, author of the excellent In Defense 
of Food , puts it so succinctly. ‘Eat food. Not too much. 
Mostly plants.’ Now that really is ‘super’ advice.

One of the UK’s first Italian craft beer pubs has arrived in Chiswick, and 
it’s set to expand with the help of a colossal crowdfunding campaign

T here’s a cozy Italian pub on 

Devonshire Road, and it’s fast 
becoming a favourite of 
Chiswick’s residents - as well 
as foodies and craft beer enthusiasts 
from further afield. Founder Giuseppe de 
Fazio is confident in The Italian Job, and 
with good reason: when I meet him at 
the bar, he has already raised an 
impressive £320,000 towards funding his 
next outpost. ‘The Italian people at home 
are proud to support it as an export of 
the country,’ he says jovially. ‘We want 
the next place to be bigger, but retain the 
same welcoming atmosphere. Over the

next five years, I hope to open a new pub 
each year.’ You won’t find Peroni here 
and that’s a good thing - instead, there 
are 12 taps of Italy’s finest ‘birra 
artigianale’ (craft beer to us Londoners). 

Fazio and the other founders, 
Giovanni Campari and Roman food 
entrepreneur Marco Pucciotti, are backed 
by Manuel Piccoli from Birrificio del 
Ducato, an award-winning microbrewery 
based just outside Parma - Fazio’s 
hometown. ‘People love it because it’s 
unique. Without a relationship with the 
producers, you wouldn’t be able to buy 
the beer for a decent price. Here, it’s 
affordable - not just for craft beer 
geeks!’ Fazio’s obvious passion for the 
produce, and his strong, family-like ties 
with breweries back home, have clearly 
contributed to his success. ‘We’ve had a 
total of 140 investors 
so far and they average 
a lot, maybe over 
£2,000. Many of them 
know the people who 
run the breweries. 

It’s a matter of trust.’ 

Why start out in 
Chiswick? ‘Devonshire Road is famous 
for food and drink,’ he gestures over the 
road towards Vinoteca. ‘We hope people 
will notice us here and keep coming 
back. Many locals come all the time 
now, more than once a week.’ The next 
site will be modelled on the first, which 
favours a bare-bricked, industrial-style 
interior. It’s one of the only places in 
London you can sample beers such as 
Birrificio di Lambrate from Milan, 
Brewfist from Codogno in Lombardy, or 


Birrificio Amiata from Tuscany. We 
highly recommend Machete, an 
American IPA style amber beer, which is 
bitter and balanced with notes of 
grapefruit, malt and resin, or the more 
intense Viaemilia pilsner from Birrificio 
del Ducato - but if craft beer isn’t your 
cup of tea, fear not, there are also a 

number of wines from 
Italian micro 
producers, which are 
also rarely found 
elsewhere in the UK. 
The Prosecco Le 
Pianure is a classic 
sparkling wine. The 
Chardonnay and Pinot Grigio is also 
Pianure, which is produced in Delle 
Venezie by the Stocco family. 

Fazio describes the 2013 Valpolicella 
Classico Velluto de Meroni as 
‘dangerously drinkable’, with a hint of 
spiciness and fresh red cherry juice. If 
you’re looking to be initiated into the 
world of Italian wine, there’s also an 
example of Puglia’s signature grape 
variety, Salentino, in the form of the 
well-balanced Pietrafitta Primitivo de 


Mocavero with damson fruit. 

Aside from beverages, The Italian 
Job is worth a visit just for the cuisine. 
Fazio has drawn inspiration from Parma 
to create a menu of vibrant Italian street 
food. ‘We have a sausage, saffron and 
cheddar arancini at the moment, like a 
fried ball of rice, which is very popular,’ 
Fazio tells me. We also love the 
signature Italian Job burger with 
gorgonzola, and the aptly named Hop & 
Pork served with an IPA reduction. The 
day’s specials might include caprino 
(goat’s cheese) with roast beetroot and 
mostarda cremonese, or homemade 
desserts such as polenta and almond cake 
with prickly pear jam - showing that 
there’s far more to Italian dining than 
just pizza, pasta and gelato. 

We predict great things for this 
exciting grassroots establishment. With a 
constant stream of guest brewers, and the 
more popular beers on rotation, you’ll 
never be bored with the selection even if 
you return again and again.

W hat is it about Paris that’s 
so special? Perhaps it’s the 
grand buildings and wide 
boulevards, or the 

specialist shops and cosy cafes that seem 
to spring up on every street comer. Or 
maybe it’s the views of the Eiffel Tower 
and Notre Dame, simply made for 
endless instagram posts. 

I hadn’t visited in over a decade and 
travelling to the French capital not long 
after their horrendous terror attack left 
me a bit jumpy, but once there it was 
clear that this proud city is determined to 
carry on with business as usual. If 
anything, everyone just seemed to be 
that little bit friendlier and pleased that 
visitors were back to enjoy their 
beautiful city. 

I travelled to Gare Du Nord on the 
incredibly comfortable Eurostar. My 
boyfriend, who accompanied me, had 
never been on the train and like all first 
timers he couldn’t get over how quick 
and easy the service is. From the station 
we took an easy metro hop to the Marais, 
our home for the next two nights at the 
extraordinary Hotel du Petit Moulin. 

This small boutique hotel, which was 
once a boulangerie, now boasts rooms 
decorated by Christian Lacroix. Forget 
minimalism, each room is a shrine to 


maximalism with clashing colours and 
crazy artwork. It shouldn’t work but it 
does and it’s an extraordinarily fun place 
to spend a weekend in Paris. 

Situated right in the heart of the 
Marais, it’s the perfect spot to explore 
the district’s chic boutiques and hidden 
away wine bars and restaurants. We went 
native, choosing tiny cafes in even 
smaller alleyways to sample le menu du 
jour, before hitting the chicest of shops - 
everything from an olive oil store to a 
cashmere only boutique. The nearby 
Musee Picasso National is a must too. 
Only four minutes walk from the hotel, it 
houses some of his earliest work 
including The Little Girl In A Red Dress 
and many self-portraits. 


It would be easy to spend a week in 
this district alone, but the city beckoned 
and we’d decided to splash out and treat 
ourselves to dinner at Le Relais in Paris’ 
famous Plaza Athenee hotel. Situated on 
Avenue Montaigne, this exquisite hotel is 
popular with visiting celebrities from all 
over the world. At dinner we felt pretty 
special too, being treated to classic five 
star French cuisine that’s so difficult to 
find in London. You simply can’t dress 
up enough at this stylish restaurant and it 
gave us a great uptown spin to our trip. 

Back in the comfort of our hotel I 
couldn’t wait to prop up the bar with a 
Pernod, ponder how the Parisians 
manage to stay so chic 24/7 and plan 
another trip tout suite.

eople say to Amanda Brettargh: 
‘Oh, my child doesn’t read.’ 
‘Well that is lucky, I say, 
because we don’t just read. We 
have film, theatre, craft, the list goes on,’ 
says Brettargh, founder of the upcoming 
Barnes Children’s Literature Festival. 

As we meet in a coffee shop on 
Barnes Green, her passion for literature 
is obvious. She tells me how she is keen 
to bring the power of words to children 
in whatever media form possible - not 
only through the median of reading. 


Brettargh is an ex-journalist who now 
works in children’s publishing and is 
using her skills, alongside the 
experiences of raising twins, to bring a 
kid’s lit festival to London, and in a way 
that embraces technology too. 

‘It’s an immersive concept and one 
that doesn’t leave anybody behind. 
Children have so many demands on their 
time, so this brings literature to them in 
different ways,’ explains Brettargh. 
‘We’re all for creating excitement about 
reading and writing, but showing that 
technology definitely has its place today.’ 
The festival started last year and was a 
roaring success, allowing this year to be 
bigger and grow from one day to two. 
Brettargh hopes the momentum around 
the event will allow for the festival to 
become a week-long event in future. ‘In 
the first year we sold over 2,000 tickets 
and turned away many families. We were 
more than 70 per cent sold out before the 
day arrived, which showed me this was 
something people are interested in,’ she 
says. ‘We even had people from Hull!’ 

There’s a definite place for books in 
Barnes, Brettargh tells me. Unlike other 


small towns, Barnes has an independent 
bookshop that thrives, something that is 
rare in our economic climate. This 
provided a great starting point for 
sponsorship. When Brettargh first had 
the idea, she went to the Barnes 
Community Association, ‘who do a lot 
for the people of Barnes’ and 
immediately they told her to do it. She 
secured their sponsorship and met up 
with Barnes poet Roger McGough. 

‘He said, “If you do it, I’ll be there” and 
that was that,’ says Brettargh. This year 
the festival has managed to secure the 
sponsorship of the University of 
Roehampton, which is the icing on the 
cake for an education-based festival. 

For Brettargh, seeing authors read had 
a powerful effect on her and is 
something that has stayed with her since 
childhood, so well-known authors will 
be present in Barnes. Brettargh is excited 
about the addition of Jacqueline Wilson 
this year, an author who is still as 
popular with young readers today as she 
was in my childhood, 15 years ago. It is 
also Roald Dahl’s centenary year, so the 
festival will see a live show of Roald 
Dahl and the Imagination Sequence, 
which explores a world where words are 
disappearing and does so through some 
of Dahl’s most loved fictions. 

Eventually, what can we expect from 
the festival in the future? 

‘I want Barnes to have 
the same buzz as Hay, 
where everywhere you 
go there is a hum 
around books. It will 
be a destination place.’

Buy To Let tax changes, Brexif and what that means for the market locally 


T he majority of landlords have 
heard about the tax changes 
coming in this April, such as the 
removal of the wear and tear 
allowance, restriction of relief on finance 
costs, but the biggest change is the 
additional 3% Stamp Duty cost for 
second homes or buy to let properties. 

We feel that these measures have 
been introduced to free the market up 
for first-time buyers. That of course begs 
the question as to what effect will that 
have on the local property market. The 
answer has to be that it will restrict the 
price range and perhaps numbers of new 
purchases by landlords, and whilst 
movement in the market from all ends is 
usually a positive thing, as it creates a 
more sustainable market, landlords may 
be encouraged to reduce their Stamp 
Duty costs by buying in the lower end of 
the market. This may well bring them in 
direct competition for the very properties 
that first-time buyers can afford, so we 
don’t believe that locally first-time 
buyers will have it any easier, especially 
as there has been a shortage of such 
property particularly in Richmond and 
Kew. In the buy-to-let market itself, 
while investors will be disadvantaged by 
these changes, property is often viewed 
as a secure long-term investment, and 
given many other asset classes offer 
poor returns, we doubt that landlords 
will be deterred.
